A second meeting of L & N 
Commuters is called for 8:15 p 
m. Tuesday, June 25, in the audi- 
torium of Bay High School. 

The purpose of the meeting is 
to organize Commuters into a 
unit, name committees from its 
rank to decide the best methods 
of approaching L & N personnel 
in efforts to forstall a possible 
discontinuance of the Gulf Coast 
Commuter train by the railroad. 

Two meetings of commuter pas- 
sengers were called by the rail- 
road last week, one in New Or- 
leans and one in the auditorium 
of the school here, to ‘discuss the 
situation from the railroad point 
of view. Although told by W. G 
Whitsett, Assistant to the pres- 
ident of the line, who conducted 
the meetings, that they were 
called for the sole purpose of 
seeking suggestions from daily 
passengers of the coast train, in 
efforts to devise means whereby 
the L & N could operate the 
commuter, without showing a loss 
of $86,00000 annually, which the 
RR claims it lost in the operation 
of this one train during the 1956 
year it soon became apparent 
to those present that the RR 
had already decided what course 
it contemplated taking, and the 
meetings were nothing less than 
milksops thrown to a supposedly 
gullible public. i 

A group of about twenty men, 
all passengers of the Coast Com- 
muter, met Tuesday evening of 
this week, at the Parish House of 
Christ Episcopal Church. This in- 
formal gathering was called for 
the purpose of deciding the most 
desirous manner of planning or- 
ganization to cope with the sit- 
uation. me 

Many differences of opinion 
arose, however the concensus was 
that a meeting should be called 
with all commuters present at 
which time committees would be 
named from among the group to 
represent passengers of the train. 
Two committtees are contemplated 
as the best chart to route, one to 
investigate legal rights of the peo- 
ple, the other to meet and discuss 
the situation with Railroad offi- 
cials. ` 

Throughout the years of Fran- 
chise of the L & N battles have 
been waged at intervals between 
passengers of the Gulf Coast 
trains and the Railroad, with the 
RR contending at all times the 
loss of money to its stockholders 
in the operations of coast com- 
muter service, Residents of the 
Gulf Coast engaged in business in 
New Orleans maintain the fault 
lies with the RR inasmuch as they 
do nothing to encourage the 
coast as a residential suburb of 
New Orleans ,and that with better

Following the 1947 hurricane, 
whigh demolished and severely 
damaged bridges of the railroad 
along the coast, the L & N at- 
temped to discontinue all Coast 
service, reroute its freight out of 
New Orleans, and terminate pas- 
senger service at Mobile. This 
proposed change was prohibited 
by the Railroad Commissions of 
Louisiana and Alabama (the Mis- 
Teeny ayy nae 
aad0lpps Atit 
on different lines than those of 
these two states) and the RR 
was compelled to repair damages 
and continue service along the 
Gulf Coast. 

During 1954 the L & N discon- 
tinued several Coast trains, inspite 
of a battle waged between the 
line and residents of communi- 
ties of the Coast. This” removal 
of service proved a great disad- 
Vantage to many coast suburban 
dwellers forcing a number of 
families to return to overpopu- 
lated city living:

Dept. Of The Army 
Announces Program For 
Students of Psychology 


The Department of the Army 
has announced a program whereby 
Psychology students can be com- 
missioned in the Army Reserves 
and obtain- their doctorates while 
serving on active duty, according 
to Third U. S. Army Headquar- 
ters. ; 

The applicants must be within 
two years of their doctorate. They 
must be under 30 years of age 
prior to date of entry on active 
duty as a Reserve Officer, and 
must have completed two full 
academic years of graduate train- 
ing. 
Students who take advantage of 
the program will be allowed to 
finish their doctorates while in 
the Army. This will usually con- 
sist of some internship at an Army 
installation and some residence 
work. But individual programs 
will be tailored to the needs of 
the student and the requirements 
of the university. 

Applicants who are accepted 
will enter the Army 48 second 
lieutenants. Promotion to first 
lieutenant usually will occur upon 
completion of school. 

Students who are accepted must 
yemain on active duty for three 
years after termination of stu- 
dent status. They will be assign- 
ed as psychologists or psychol- 
ogical assistants in the Army. No 
‘student will be required to apply 
for a Regular Army commission, 
although interested students will 


| certainly be encouraged to apply 


for career Army status. All stu- 
dents will be responsible for all 
academic expenses. 

Applicants should be subbmitted 
not earlier than six months prior 
to the expected completion of the 
first two full years of graduate 
work, and may be submitted at 
any time after this. Normal pro- 
cessing generally requires two to 
three months. It is desirable for 
each student assignment to be- 
gin in August or September, just 
before the béginning of the school 
year although this may be modi- 
fi 


ed.

Furthermore, 41 per cent of 
the students indicatcd they were 
less likely to accept the teach- 
ings of their own church because 
of experiences at college. 

Faculty members commenting 
on the above findings suggested 
that students interest in religion 
was due (1) to the failure of sci- 
ence and economics and (2) to a 
desire for physical and mental 
health. Not one referred to the 
possibility of life after death, 
the recognition of sin, or the 
existence of objective truth. 

AS A GRADUATE of the above 
college, I cannot but regret that 
conditions on campus have im- 
proved so little.

The early morning and late af- 
terncon, when the sun has a 
small angle with the earth, the 
roof overhang will do very little 
shading on the outside walls and 
windows. Nearer noon, the roof 
overhang does have more shading 
effect but then the sun rays are 
at such an angle to the side 
of the building that their heat- 
ing effect is not as great as when 
they strike the surface at right 
angle. : 

Color and building material dif- 
ferences were also introduced 
into the experiment. It was found 
that the temperatures, both out- 
side walls and inside the houses, 
averaged several degrees higher 
for the house with dark green 
asbestos siding than the one with 
white asbestos siding. 

The highest temperature recorded 
in each house was at 4 p.m By 
10 p .m. the temperature was 
about the same in all houses. The 
concrete block house, although 
cooler during the day, maintained 
a higher temperature between 
midnight and 6 a m. 

A more complete account of 
the experiment and its fesults 
ig published in the June issue of 
Mississippi Farm Research, avail- 
able on request from the Experi- 
ment Station, State College, Mis- 
sissippi.
